The  ministry  at  Elkhart  Juvenile  Detention  has  been  absolutely 
incredible!  The  facility  houses  up  to  seventeen  young  boys  and 
girls,  many  facing  criminal  charges.  What  I have  noticed  the  last 
two  years  regularly  going  into  this  facility  is  that  we  have  a young 
generation  that  doesn't  know  God.  They  have  never  heard  about 
Jesus  or  read  the  Bible.  It  breaks  my  heart  to  see  them  pawns  and 
sitting  prey  for  the  devil,  but  I am  overjoyed  that  this  facility  has 
given  us  opportunity  to  come  in  and  share  Jesus. 

They  give  us  sixty  minutes  and  a class  room  and  we  take  full 
advantage  of  the  opportunity.  We  can  give  out  Bibles  and  tracts. 
We  are  handing  Bibles  out  regularly.  Last  year  alone  in  this  facility 
we  handed  out  over  hundred  Bibles  and  over  two  hundred  gospel 
tracts. 

As  we  preach  and  teach  from  the  Word,  we  are  regularly  seeing 
young  people  give  their  hearts  to  Jesus  as  we  offer  the  call  to 
repent  and  call  out  to  the  Lord.  Thanks  so  much  for  your  prayers. 
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“Judgment Delayed  Is  Not  Judgement  Denied" 


I recently  had  the  opportunity  to  share  a message  at  the  Meeting  Place  here  in  Elkhart,  IN.  This  is  a church 
(Voice  Ministries)  pastored  by  Bob  Deering  and  it  was  most  certainly  a blessing  to  minister  there. 


During  the  message,  I made  statement  that  the  Holy  Spirit  led  me  to  say 
that  really  had  an  impact  on  a few  people  as  they  later  came  up  and  told  me. 
The  statement  was,  “Judgement  delayed  is  not  judgment  denied.”  I said 
this,  in  regards  to  my  message,  in  which  I spoke  of  the  Prodigal  Son.  Most 
of  you  are  probably  familiar  with  this  parable  in  Luke  15:  11-24.  The  young 
prodigal  son  left  the  father’s  house  with  his  inheritance,  and  the  Bible  says 
he  went  to  the  far  country  and  squandered  all  his  money  on  “wild  living.” 


The  point  I was  making  was,  the  young  son  more  than  likely  didn’t  just 
squander  his  money  overnight.  It  probably  took  him  a little  time  to  blow  all 
he  had.  That  being  the  case,  he  more  than  likely  settled  into  the  far  country 
and  got  a little  comfortable.  I’m  sure  during  those  initial  early  days,  the 
young  son  was  expecting  to  experience  immediate  repercussion  from 
leaving  his  father.  Maybe  the  first  day  in  the  far  country  he  spent  time 
looking  over  his  shoulder  thinking  the  father  or  one  of  his  father’s  hired 
hands  would  come  and  confront  him  about  leaving  and  force  him  to  come 
back  home.  Perhaps  this  young  son  was  expecting  an  illness  or  a tragedy  of 
some  kind  to  come  upon  him  as  he  was  in  the  far  county.  That  old 
expression  may  have  come  into  his  mind  that  a lightning  bolt  would  hit  him 
every  time  he  dug  those  gold  coins  out  of  his  pocket  to  gamble  or  buy  some

booze,  but  nothing  like  that  happened!  Everything  was  quiet.  Day  after  day  those  feeling  and  promptings 
started  to  leave  him  and  eventually  he  started  getting  a little  more  and  more  comfortable  in  the  far  country. 
That  little  voice  inside  his  head  now  told  him  he  was  okay,  and  since  nothing  was  happening  to  him  he  felt 
all  the  better  that  all  was  good.

Judgment  delayed  is  not 
judgment  denied.  We  fail  to  understand  that  God  it  is  actually  giving  us 
time  to  repent.  It’s  the  goodness  of  God  that  leads  men  to  repentance. 
(Romans  2:4)  God  is  patient  with  us.  He  is  allowing  time  for  us  to  repent. 
(2  Peter  3:9)  When  God  gives  us  time  to  repent  that  is  His  mercy,  this  is 
not  the  time  to  think  that  all  is  okay.  No,  God  is  allowing  us  a space  of 
time  to  come  to  our  senses  like  this  young  prodigal  son  did.  Praise  God 
for  the  Lord’s  patience.  Praise  God  He  is  long  suffering  and  gives  us 
time  to  turn  back.  I say  to  you,  the  reader,  judgment  delayed  is  not 
judgment  denied.  If  you’re  not  where  you  should  be  with  Jesus,  repent, 
pray,  and  go  back  to  the  Father.  He’s  waiting.  Amen.

"Go  into  all  the  world  and  reach  the  lost".  "Leave  the  ninety-nine  and  find  the  one 
that  wandered  off."  These  are  all  words  that  Jesus  said  to  the  church,  and  these 
words  compel  us  to  go!  I know  I am  glad  someone  told  me  about  Jesus. 

The  simple  Gospel  still  saves.  Just  last  week  as  Robert  and  I were  out  going  door  to 
door  we  met  a 24-year-old  young  man.  He  was  playing  basketball  with  his  neighbor. 
We  struck  up  a conversation  with  him  and  started  talking  about  spiritual  things.  We 
shared  about  sin  and  judgement  to  come,  the  need  for  us  to  be  right  with  Jesus.  This 
young  man  fell  under  conviction  as  the  Holy  Spirit  was  dealing  with  him.  Within  a few 
more  minutes  we  had  the  privilege  to  lead  him  in  prayer  where  he  called  out  to  Jesus 
for  forgiveness  and  eternal  life.  Amen!  Praise  God! 

We  at  180  Outreach  are  regularly  scheduling  street  ministry  as  we  go  to 
neighborhoods,  parks,  fairs,  festivals,  etc.  Where  ever  people  are-meeting  them  right 
where  they  are,  praying  and  ministering  the  Gospel. 


Min  the  name  WOP 

In  geometry,  a complete  circle  is  360  degrees  it  refers  to  a complete  circle,  therefore,  when  someone  says  that  a condition 
has  done  a 360,  it  means  it  went  full  circle.  In  other  words,  it  means  to  end  up  where  you  started.  Whereas,  180  degrees 
means  a half-circle,  an  opposite  direction.  To  “do  a 180”  means  to  turn  your  back  upon  and  to  go  in  the  opposite  direction, 
a reversal  of  direction. 

180  describes  a term  the  Bible  calls  “repentance.”  Repentance  means  a sincere  turning  away,  in  both  the  mind  and  heart, 
from  “self’  to  “God.” 

Repentance  was  preached  by  Jesus.  He  wasn’t  interested  in  merely  leading  them  in  a sinner’s  prayer,  but  to  bring  them  to 
repentance  and  genuine  salvation.  He  described  salvation  in  terms  of  coming  to  repentance. 

“From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and  to  say,  'Repent:  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand’”  (Mat  4:17).  “But  go 
ye  and  learn  what  that  means,  I will  have  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice:  for  I am  not  come  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to 
repentance” 

Peter,  Paul,  and  all  the  disciples  all  preached  repentance.  The  Bible  says  that  God  is  “longsuffering  toward  us,  not  willing 
that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance”  (2  Peter  3:9).  There  is  no  Bible  example  of  people  being 
saved  who  did  not  evidence  a change  in  their  lives. 

Repentance  is  an  essential  part  of  salvation,  requiring  a turning  away  from  the  sin-ruled  life  to  a life  characterized  by 
obedience  to  Christ.  The  Holy  Spirit  leads  a person  to  repent,  but  repentance  itself  cannot  be  seen  as  a "good  work"  that 
adds  to  our  salvation. 

The  Bible  states  that  people  are  saved  by  faith  alone  (Ephesians  2:8-9).  However,  there  can  be  no  faith  in  Christ  without 
repentance  and  no  repentance  without  faith.  The  two  are  inseparable. 


A 180  turn-  to  a new  life  in  Christ!  (2  Corinthians  5:17)  . . .Amen!
